Govina, January 15-21 


Coming as one of the first activities 


of the newly-organized Covina city and 
valley chamber of commerce, and ar- 
•anged in conjunction with the Covina 
'arm center, it was practically assured 
yesterday 
that 
the 
annual tractor 


:chool of the state deartmc-nt of agri- 
culture will bo .held in Covina during 
the week of January 15 to 21. 


Through the efforts of Edward In- 


sley, rancher of Pueute street, who is 
night editor of the Los Angeles Exam- 
iner, County Farm Advisor Hodgson 
was induced to consider the placing of 
this important m£et in Covina. 
Mr. 


Hodgson said yesterday that there was 
no reason why Covina should not be 
selected. 
The school has been con- 


ducted in the* San Fernando valley for 
several years. It is the information of 
the farm advisor that there are more 
tractors in use in the upper San Ga- 
briel valley than in any other part of 
Los Angeles county. 


It is understood that the school of 


instruction is limited to sixty students, 
who must be farm owners or operators 
of tractors on farms. The instruction 
consists in taking tractors apM and 
assembling them, and in teacljl^-the 
best methods of care and operation. 
Demonstrations will be made on the 
ranches, 
and 
probably on tho high 


school grounds, with evening lectures 
in the Covina grammar school auditor- 
ium, 
where facilities for the showing 


of stereopticon pictures can bo had. 
The .meetings are open to the public, 
but it is understood that the enrollment 
of students must be made and limited 
to sixty, as the state has only three in- 
structors available. Local ranchers of 
the valley are urged to enroll with 
•County Advisor Hodgson at once, in 
order that the instruction may be con- 
fined as much as possible to this lo- 
cality.

Editor's note—Mr. Teague is presi- 


dent of the California Fruit Growers' 
Exchange and of the California Walnut 
Growers' Association. He writes here 
of bis work as chairman of the agricul- 
tural legislative committee of the state, 
which functions in the interests of the 
farmer. 


When I spoke to you a year ago at 


the convention in Fresno on the sub- 
ject of "The work of the Agricultural 
Legislative Committee," I said that 
the organization was still in a forma- 
tive period, but that wo had great 
hopes, a few of which I outlined. To- 
day I am glad to come before you with 
the knowledge that many of these hopes 
have been realized, and that if our 
success during the past year is an 
index the future gives much promise. 


We can point with satisfaction to 


some thirty agricultural measures pass- 
ed and signed, including several impor- 
tant and fundamental measures, but 
the really big achievement was proving 
that the farmers could stick together on 
a legislative program. 


As was to be expected, differences of 


opinion developed 
between 
different 


groups within our organization, and in 
such instances 
the groups 
involved 


fought out the issues among themselves, 
but they did not permit these differ- 
ences to keep them from going in unison 
on the many bills pertaining to the 
general good of agriculture. 


It seemed reasonable to suppose that 


it would be better for farmers to first 
attempt 
to 
understand 
each 
other 


through an exchange of ideas around 
a table before airing our differences in 
a legislative committee, and when tried 
at the recent session this plan worked 
out admirably. 


As mentioned a year ago the success 


of a farmers' legislative organization 
must be based on sound principles, its 
activities must not be partisan. It must 
stick strictly to agricultural legislation 
being certain that such legislation is 
also for the general welfare, and it 
must beware of affiliations no matter 
how alluring. 
All of these principles 


have been strictly adhered 
to 
and 


events have proved that they were 
sound. 


By joining together we have been 


able to handle agricultural legislation 
in a businesslike manner, to carefully 
marshal our facts and figures and to 
present these in an orderly fashion at 
the opportune moment without loss of 
time or expense, to carefully analyze 
all agricultural measures, to properly 
construct bills through the aid of a 
good attorney, to keep the farmers con- 
tinually 
informed through 
numerous 


bulletins, and by having a man ever- 
lastingly on the job to care for the 
multitudinous 
details 
which 
always 


arise. This was an accomplishment of 
which the farmers may well be proud, 
and it effectiveness so far as results are 
concerned have been amply demonstrat- 
fed. 
- 
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STATE'S BIGGEST INDUSTRY. 
We must not forgef that agriculture 


is the basic industry, that it is Califor- 
nia's biggest industry—America's big- 
gest industry. It is not only advisable 
to protect this enormous investment but 
because of its fundamental nature and 
potential power we are invested with 
a deep responsibility. 


If through our negligence, and we 


must admit that we have been negli 
gent, if through this negligence we 
permit conditions to arise which breed 
discontent, and if we permit this dis- 
content to become organized by clever 
or self-seeking individuals as we have 


response that it had never been enforc- 
ed pgainst the farmers of that state. 


It is possible that if passed it would 


never have been enforced against the 
farmers of California, but certainly it 
was taking too great a chance to per- 
mit such' a law to go on the statute 
books of California so some unsympa- 
thetic city judge might use it to create 
havoc in some of our industries. 


Another bill which promised great 


hardship to the dairy indurtry was the 
so-called oleomargarine bill. This meas- 
ure, sponsored by a powerful subdidiary 
of the Standard Oil Company, was only 
beaten after a very stiff fight. One< bill 
which was strongly urged would have 
required that every egg sold at retail 
be candled. Only an unnecessary bur- 
den would have been added to both the 
poultryman and the consumer. 


Another bill would have limited the 


storage of food products to 90 days, 
while we all know that many products 
must be stored during the period of 
heavy production in order that the sup- 
ply may be met during the slack period. 
These and other bills required vigorous 
action" to protect the farmers' interest, 
nnd certainly form one of the impor- 
tant functions of our committee. Along 
this line it might be added that prob- 
ably there would be more detrimental 
legislation proposed were it not for our 
careful watchfulness. 


FOR THE COST. 


You have probably been thinking 


that the results of the past years' work 
have been substantial, but that it cost 
the fanners a lot of money. I am glad 
to state that for the 60,000 farmers rep- 
resented on the agricultural legislative 
committee the cost was an average of 
25 cents each. 


It is true that during our last legis- 


lative session, agriculture was at very 
low ebb, and this naturally assisted us 
in our program. 


It also seems that farmers were more 


alert regarding legislative matters than 
ever before, and this too was of mater- 
ial assistance. 
In fact this individual 


interest is a fundamental necessity for 
the best type of legislation and to the 
deep and intelligent 
interest of the 


individual expressed through his organi- 
zation we must look for the future suc- 
cess of our legislative program.

seen it so organized in a midwestern 
state, are we not then responsible' for 
whatever results may ensue?

not better to take this matter into our 
hands, to carefully study our problems 
as they arise and lay out a constructive 
program which will work for the benefit 
of th<> farmer? Yes—but not for him 
alone—for the benefit of all. It can 
| be done.

In spite of the enormous power in 


: the fanners' hands we did not carry on 


I what might be termed an "oppressive 
1 lobby'' as did some other groups to 
the discomfort of the legislators. 


I 
Our representative was able to pre- 


sent facts when necessary, to call in 
farmers for testimony when this seem- 
ed advisable, and by letter and wire to 
present an analysis of measures to in- 
dividual farmers and allow 
them 
to 


communicate with their legislators. In 
this manner we were able to m'aintain 
the confidence of the legislators at all 
times. 


URGES INTENSIVE CARE. 


I wish to particularly emphasize the 


necessity for carefully analyzing agri- 
cultural measures before they are intro- 
duced. 
We can not afford to sponsor 


any half-baked or immature legislation 
because a small amount of such prac- 
tice will work greatly to our detriment. 


On the whole the bills presented at 


the last legislature were carefully con- 
sidered, but there were a few presented 
at the last minute which necessarily 
were passed upon hastily and this eon- 


! dition should not again be permitted 


i to arise. 
The different industries de- 


i siring legislation should begin early to 


I formulate this legislation, to thresh it 
! out with the interested members, and 
j t o be ready to present it early in the 
! session. 


i 
Besides the passage of bills there is 


j work to be done which is of a negative 


; nature. 
Several dangerous bills were 


presented at the last legislature which 
had to be blocked. Would you suppose 
that any one would present a bill which 
would require farmers to market their 
crops whether or not it is profitable to 
do so? 


Almost every industry in the state 


has at one time or another faced a 
period when the market price was be- 
low the cost of production. Yet last 
winter when many lemons were lying 
on the ground because it was unprofit- 
able to market them a bill was pro- 
posed which would have required all 
farmer* 1o market their crops regard- 
less of price.

of money. Our proper work consists 
of preserving the tics that bound us 
as comrades during the war; looking 
after the welfare of distressed ex-ser- 
vice men, and their families, holding a 
funeral for a fallen comrade; uphold- 
ing the flag; working toward a clean 
government; and lastly, co-operating 
with the local city government and pro- 
gressive forces of our community.

Covina Men Discuss 


Pasadena Stadium 


A. J. Bertonneau, manager of the 


stadium committee, and J. W. Wood, 
treasurer of the tournament of roses, 
motored Saturday morning to Covina 
to discuss with local business men plans 
for the new million dollar athletic sta- 
dium to be built next year in Pasadens 
for the annual east and west footbal' 
games and other important events. 


The Pasadena men said the new ath 


letic plant would be financed through 
the sale of five and ten-year seats. The 
five-year seats are selling for fifty dol 
lars each, plus war tax of five dollars 
and the ten-year seats are on sale for 
one hundred dollars, plus ten dollars 
war tax. Boxes of six seats each also 
are to be sold for twelve hundred dol 
lars. 
The holder of each seat is entitled to 


admission to the stadium for all events 
during the term of his reservation with- 
out additional cost after he has paid the 
purchase price of his seat. 


The stadium will be one of the most 


modern of its type in the world, and 
will have a capacity of sixty-five thou- 
sand permanent seats and facilities for 
fifteen thousand temporary seats. The 
structure will be of reinforced concrete 
and the seats of wood. In many fea- 
tures the stadium will resemble the big 
Yale bowl. A quarter mile track will 
be built around the gridiron. 


It was proposed that Covina men pur- 


chase a block of seats so that patrons 
of the tournament of roses could attend 
the football game in a compact delega- 
tion. This is the plan recently adopted 
by Long Beach, Riverside, Monrovia 
.and other cities and towns in Southern 
California.

upon the annual report for the last fis- 
cal year. Through Its Nursing Service, 
Ite Home Hygiene nnd Care of the 
Sick courses, nutrition classes, First 
Air classes, Life-Saving classes and 
Health Centers and in numerous other 
ways designed to acquaint masses of 
citizens with proper methods of living, 
the Red Cross carried Its message of 
health Into all parts of the country. 


The work of the Red Cross during 


the war In Its traditional field of nurs- 
ing, 
furnishing the military and naval 


establishments of the nation with 19,- 
877 nurses, Is well known. And there 
are today 37,787 nurses registered with 
the American Red Cross and subject 
to call In emergency. During the fis- 
cal year, 1,651 Red Cross nurses were 
accepted for assignment to Govern- 
ment service, 888 by the Army and 
Navy and 1,163 by the United States 
Public Health Service. 


In addition to the nurses enrolled 


by the Red Cross for Government serv-

the Red Cross itself employed a 


total of 1,348 public health nurses In 
the United States and Europe. By far 
the greatest number was employed In 
the United States, 1,257, while 81 were 
in foreign service.

To help overcome conditions of acute 


distress in five famine stricken prov- 
inces of Northern China, where mil- 
lions of persons were affected by an 
unprecedented shortage of food, the 
American Red Cross during the last 
fiscal year spent more than $1,200,000, 
$1,000,000 of which was contributed di- 
recty by National Headquarters and 
the remainder by various groups 'n- 
terested in the welfare of China. 


Through the wide relief operations 


thus made possible It Is estimated that 
more than 000,000 famine 
sufferers 


were saved from starvation. 


To the end that similar prompt re- 


lief measures by the organization may 
always be possible the Red Cross Is 
asking continued support by the Amer- 
ican people by universal renewal of 
membership at the Annual Red Cross 
Roll Call, November 11 to 24. 


The method of relief employed by 


the American Red Cross in its opera- 
tions In China was particularly effec- 
tive, for in addition to saving hundreds 
of thousands of lives it provided China 
with more than 900 miles of permanent 
roads that are sorely needed to pre- 
vent a recurrence of famine. 
At one 


time the Red Cross employed 74,000 
Chinese workmen, paying them in food 
for themselves and dependents, this 
food being brought in from Manchuria 
and elsewhere.

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Tho right thing to do is generally 


the most obvious thin^. When Secre- 
tary Hughes proposed this week that 
the making of armament cease for ten 
years, and that naval equipment in the 
process of making be scrapped, it was 
announced as coming like a bombshell 
into the camps of the assembled na- 
tions. Newspapers heralded it as bold, 
statesmanlike, and surprisingly acute. 


But if a Covina blacksmith, a grocer 


or an orange rancher had been selected 
by the world to evolve a plan by which 
world armament might be reduced, it is 
conceivable that the first thing these 
humble gentlemen would have 
done 


would have been to proceed to reduce 
armaments. Wouldn 't that be the logi- 
cal thing to do? Isn't it the obvious 
thing to do? Yet, so bemuddlcd is the 
world and its leaders at the present 
time, the obvious action comes as a 
thunderclap. The cerebral mazes of di- 
plomacy are beyond the common man 
to figure out. 


When President Wilson gave publi- 


city to his fouiteen points, the war- 
jaded mind of the world leaped with 
joy at the suggestions. 
The American 


president became the idol of the world. 
President Wilson's bravo and clear ut- 
terances at that time stand out, and 
will ever stand out as a voice heard 
speaking wisely in a maelstrom. He 
proved himself the greatest of all 
statesmen at that critical time because 
he saw clearly, and gave expression to 
the obviously-right thing to do. 


And so Hughes and the American 


statesmen have done a great thing at 
the outset of this disarmament confer- 
ence—not through their ability to 


evolve and involve the 
question hi 


amazing intricacies, but by proposing 
to do exactly what had been proposed. 
This is statesmanship. 


To be great, one must be simple. 


Lincoln retained this ability all through 
the confusion of another crisis. 
To 


concentrate on the thing at hand, and 
to see and to speak clearly although 
diplomats would lead the question into 
a morass of verbiage—that is states- 
manship. Christ confounded his ques- 
tioners with simple logic, simple facts. 
That man who will not be led into the 
by-paths of specious argument will con- 
tinue to see and to act clearly, and 
his fame is assured. 


To keep the common touch is the 


most difficult thing in all advancement 
in life. But no advancement is real un- 
less the common touch 
is 
retained. 


"The fining pot is for silver and the 
furnace for gold." Pacts are silver 
residue and truth is golden dregs be- 
neath the dross. The simple touch re- 
fines them. 


We reiterate that the way to disarm 


is to disarm. All other statements con- 
cerning 
disarmament 
are 
idle 
and 


futile, and are made for the purpose 
of bringing the question to futility. 
A committee of Covina valley ranchers 
and business men can solve the .question 
of disarmament if given th'e authority. 
So can Hughes if his authority is ex- 
tended to the point where he can force 
diplomats to confront the actual ques- 
tion. 
There i.s nothing cryptic about 


the question. "It is not mysterious. It 
is not involved. The involvement lies 
in the perpetuation of the status quo. 


The way to bring about disarmament 


is to begin to disarm.

goleB county, should be put at work, 
patrolling the outlying districts at once. 


Not only has the Covina valley been 


visited by a series of costly and danger- 
ous burglaries, but these 'breaks are 
being reported in every community 
throughout So'uthern California. Prop- 
erty-owners are losing hundreds of dol- 
lars in property, and lives are being 
placed in jeopardy by these burglars. 
And the season when thugs and burg- 
lars infest California from the east has 
just begun. 


A constable in each township is an 


inadequate protection. These constables 
are doing all they can to trace burglars 
after the crimes have been committed, 
but absolutely so system of patrol has 
been effected. 


If the county will put motorcycle 


officers on duty in excess of the num- 
ber now employed, and will appoint 
extra deputies for the country districts, 
the result in the prevention of these 
crimes will more than offset the extra 
expense to the county. Knowledge that 
the county is being patrolled by extra 
police will act to a large extent as a 
deterrent to burglars. 


Unless something of this kind is done 


we can look with a certainty to an 
epidemic of burglaries all through the 
county. The most dangerous aspect of 
the situation is that some citizens may 
lose their lives or be ^seriously injured 
because of this influx of trained crooks 
and murderous thugs from the east. 
, The winter in California is always 
the season when the crooks come in 
from the east, but this year, more than 
ever, they are headed this way. Un- 
employment in the east has driven hun- 
dreds of near-crooks who sometimes 
work to resort to breaking and enter- 


'£*. Hold-ups in this county are grow- 


ing in number at a most alarming rate. 


This county is well able to increase 


its present police force, and it should 
be done at once. Citizens are demand- 
ing that this step be taken.

Water, like light and uir, has always 


been regarded as one commodity that 
should never' be subject: 
to 
private 


ownership or control. The human mind 
repels the very thought of such a thing. 
Without these three elements—air, light 
and water—life would be impossible. 
They have been given to man by God 
Almighty himself and are the common 
heritage of all. 
Therefore, it is most 


repugnant to think of water or the use 
of water becoming the property of an 
individual or private corporation. 


The business of generating hydro-elec- 


tric power in California to i very largo 
extent is now in the hands of four 
large corporations founded by the con 
solidation of many small companies 
There is talk of further consolidation 
so that ultimately the light and power 
business of the state will be entirely in 
the hands of two or perhaps only one 
large private corporation, which will be 
able to exact a profit from every lamp 
that's burned and every wheel that's 
turned in this great state. 


There is every argument in favor of 


development by the state. In the first 
place the state can obtain the funds 
required much cheaper than the private 
corporations. 
The state will have no 


difficulty in floating its bonds on a 5^2 
per cent basis, whereas the private com- 
panies would have to pay at least two 
per cent more. At the present writing 
it is reported that the six per cent bonds 
of one of the largest privately owned 
utility companies in tlfe state arc on 
sale for $78 per share, or $22 below 
par. This is something to think about. 


The private companies are repeatedly 


declaring that public 
ownership, and 


operation is a failure, that it is ineffi- 
cient and wasteful. 


In California today there 
are 119 


cases 
of 
municipally 
owned 
water 


works, 24 electric light and gas plants, 
and in practically every case they have 
maintained lower rates and have given 
better service than the others which 
are privately owned. 


There is evidenc that the power com- 


panies and allied financial interests will 
base their campaign against the meas- 
ure on an effort to align the north 
against the south and the city against 
the country. "Keep the state divided" 
is to be their campaign slogan; 


The committee that assisted11 i4i" pre- 


paring the new act includes men and 
women from the north and the south, 
the city and the country, and all have 
been zealous champions of the rights of 
their respective communities for years. 
It is sufficient to cite the public records 
of these men and women as final and 
absolute disproof of the charge that any- 
one of them could or would participate 
in a plan designed to give one section 
an advantage over another. 


The only advantage sought by the 


originators of this measure is the ad- 
vaii^age of California. 
The one most 


imperative duty of all the citizens of 
California today is to unite on a pro- 
gram of California development—not of 
San Francisco or Los Angeles or San 
Joaquin or Sacramento valley develop- 
ment, but of the state of- California 
from one end to the other.
